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Tearing Dawn and Building Up. 

Tearing down and building up 
are two different thing*. There 
•re two ways to tear down, and 
it i* not known how many waya 
there are to build up. One way 
to tear down in to do it without 
the purpose of building up again ; 
another way is to do it with 
the expectation of using the old 
material in a new building. 

In carrying forward a reform- 
atory work, the latter plan of 
tearing down is the one that 
should be adopted. The aim of 
any reform is to build better 
and to use the old material 
under new principles and plans 
of construction. If the debris 
ia destroyed in the pulling down 
process, tben the builder is in a 
predicament when he commences 
to build ; he has nothing to build 
with. He may have the plan 
and the principles ; but what do 
they amount to if he has nothing 
to use them on? The gospel 
would be a ridiculous failure if 
there were no sins nor sinners. 

The great error of many re- 
formers has been that they only 
reformed in a few points and 
carried with them a certain 
amount of false doctrine or un- 
acriptural customs ; and as far 
aa they went, they destroyed the 
debris 
bouse with 

the material into a new one, It 
must'; W "■carefetty handle *o 
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measure*. "ThiC will do Alt 
purpose is to tear down only, 
and not, build again. But if iw 
cotpeete to build again, bis; plan, 
of ^e^raption aJfquld be of. ,sucb 
a character that he does not take 
from himself every means of 
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about nothing to some 
and when a man com' 
meoeea to preach the gospel-alone 
as the one and only foundation 
for a Christian church, as a 
power to weaken other organ- 
ised bodies, he should be cautions 
lest be takes away his own 
ground to build upon. 

Gospel-alone is properly da- 
fined by the minds of many 
worthy people ; but there are 
others who define it to mean the 
removal of all holy restraint. 
They ignore that part that en- 
joins obedienoeto authority and 
to those who are appointed as 
rulers over them in spiritual 
things ; and that Christ ia Lord 
of lords and King of kings. The 
Church of Jeans Christ ia a 
spiritual autocracy, and Christ 
ia the perpetual Czar, and his 
laws are as the laws of the an- 
cient Medea and Persians : un- 
alterable. 

Sorely it is one thing to _ tear 
down and another thing to build 
up. This many men have dis- 
covered who have undertaken 
reforms. A reform always 
means the removal of eometing 
already existing, and the same 
methods will not serve in both 
hinds of work. Men who have 
been mighty in pulling down, 
were total failures in building up. 
A few men have served well in 
both spheres. Martin Luther 
was a wonderful man in pulling 
down ; yet he was next to a 
failure in bnilding op; bo God 
married bim to Melancbton, in 
the work of the Reformation. 
Luther, himself saw that he was 
not complete in himself. He 
said, "I clear the ground and 
Melanchton sows the good seed." 
If Melsnchton had not followed 
after him and spread the mantle 
of charity over the destruction 
wrought, and by soothing words 
and healing tenderness gathered 
the good material ont of tbe 
debris, there would have been no 
material to make a Lutheran 
church from. It would have all 
been in the general ruin. 

Napoleon was another failure 

aa a builder. He had no equal 

as a destroyer, and when bis 

work of destruction bad gone 

far enough, then was bis su- 
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up of individual characte'r by 
individual deed*. One moat 
be honaat in hi* sales over 
the counter ; another faithful in 
earning bis weekly or monthly 
wages at tba factory; another 
must teach, a* influencing those 
who are growing op to do the 
world's work ; another mo«t heal 
tbe body, not forgetting that it 
ia the temple of the Holy Spirit ; 
another must engage uo repining 
ly in the hardest of the toils of 
life— the endlees round of baking, 
dish-washing, darning and clean- 
ing. But ail may make church 
Christianity week-day Christian- 
ity. None is so low or so ignor- 
ant, or so sick or mi wretched, 
that he may not ask himself the 
question: "What wonld Christ 
do if he wer* in my place to- 
day V And so the man or wom- 
an can "make drudgery divine." 
Ia this lesson an old one, made 
irksome by tedious reiteration T 
Let us not miss it because of its 
very familiarity ; for until we 
learn it we shall miss tbe possi- 
bilities of life ; we shall really 
fail to live at all. The greatest 
minds of every age have been 
those who have most studied this 
lesson, and moat urged it upon 
others. Under God and with bis 
help, the individual has his suc- 
cess or failure in bis own hand*. 
It is not enongb to hear and re- 
ceive ; we mu** do and be. It is 
not enough to ask how much wis- 
dom and strength and virtue is 
in the world, but how much we 
add to our own souls and lives. 


The Decay of Reverence. 

One of the lamentable defi- 
ciencies of modern society i* 
reverence. It seem* as each suc- 
ceeding generation supplants the 
one before it, there is leas of this 
ennobling sentiment. While the 
forefathers were rude in some 
respects, they still had dwelling 
in them tbe feeling of respect for 
age and far holy things, beyond 
tbe degree possessed by the ordi 
nary person of today. It is not 
an uncommon occurrence for 
people to treat tbe roost sacred 
things as though they were 
meats, common and unclean, and 
fit more to be trodden down than 
to be respected as good and use- 
ful.

The lessons of reverence should 
be among the first to be taught 
to the child. Reverence for 
parent* and for old people should 
be held before tbe young mind 
aa of firat importance, and any 
ridicule of age and decrepitude 
ahould be rebuked. The and 
lack of reverence among the 
youth of the day is largely doe 
to parental neglect, first, and 
then the system of education. 
In moat places the animal is ed- 
ucated now and the true man ia 
left aa benighted aa the Monad 
of evolution philosophy ; and aa 
a legitimate result of inch a course 
of education, men are becoming 
intellectual animala, inetsad of 
beinga possessed with spiritual 
powers. 

Tbe Bible in the common 
schools is hooted at by this class 
of intellectual animal*, and every 
measure ia adopted by them to 
banish the sentiment of rever- 
ence from the hearts ot men. 

There should be a reformation 
in favor of giving more attention 
to this one needful thing, not 
only to preserve our free institu- 
tions aa a nation, but to enhance 
onr religious interests which con- 
stitute* men the salt of the earth. 
Reverence should be taught in 
tbe family, the school and the 
church incessantly. 


Why ft Is. 

The same system or rules of 
conduct will hardly suit two men, 
so mnch do we differ in onr 
temperaments and dispositions. 
There are, things which one man 
will attend to, and whfch another 
man will leave undone, without 
special care or prompting. For 
instance one man really needs 
to school himself to eating, or to 
recreation at proper time ; while 
another man needs to le on tbe 
watch in order to stop eating, or 
to go to work at a proper time.
